ARMING WILL NOT SAVE 
VESSELS, TAYLOR FEARS. 


RMING or American merchant 
ships will not prevent num- 
bers of them from being sunk 

by the submarines, according to 
Stevenson Taylor, president of the 
American Bureau of Shipping, who 
is at the Alexandria, where he reg- 
istered from New York. It may even 
serve to increases the losses of 
American tonnage. 

“Predictions during the past two 
years have in the great majority 
failed to be realized,” said Mr. Tay- 
lor, “and so it is impossible to say 
what the outcome of the present 
situation may be. The eastern ship 
operators all feel that war is bound 
to come and with it the loss of many 


more vessels. 
“Despite the tremendous increase 


}in the building of ships in this coun- 
try, as well as in other countries, 
the shortage is growing dally and 
even hourly and the facilities of the 
world will be as much as 6,000,000 
tons below normal by the end of 
this year, no matter what happens 


from now on. The ship-building in- 
dustry should and probably will be 
very prosperous for a num of 
years after the war.” 

Mr. Taylor would not venture an 
opinion as to the outcome of possibile 
war between the United States and 
Germany. “If it dove anything for 
industry In the United States, it will 
be favorable, rather than detrimen- 
tal. All lines of business will have 
to speed up in order to take care of 
the needs of the government, as 
well as of private enterprise.
